The last 
city of Importance to come under the 
Influence of the Bolshevik emblem of 
the hummer and the scythe, replacing 
the double-headed eagle of Ihe em- 
pire, here are contrasted the Iiappy 
old days of gayety and prosperity with 
Ibe dull misery of ihe'new regime. 


At the railway station, on entering 


,Uie city, the difference Is seen and felt1. 
Instead of swaggering guards hi black 
boots, black long coMs and Hashing 
sliver bells and swords, are seen n few 
Ill-droned red soldiers, looking hungry 
!,n,l uncomfortable In llllUllng clothes 
held together by a loose belt. Bare- 
footed, dirty, whlte'-fuced, raffed boys 
chimnr fur a chance to carry baggage. 


Peasant women and bourgeois wom- 


en of ihe old regime stagger along un- 
der loads of baggage or 
packages 


of food mid fruit brought from the 
country. 
Broken-down hacks wait for 


fares, pulled by thin, underfed horses. 


The streets are dirty and Ill-swept, 


full of holes. 


People wear clothes that seem to 


belong to another era. Here, where a 
dozen tongues were spoken and where 
100 tribes used to gather In .Ihe proud 
finery of their national costumes, all 
Is down at the heel. , 


Women often go stocklugless. Their 


shoes show signs of patchef done over 
and "over again until they are com-| 
posed of patches only. 
Their skirts 


may be of old pieces of silk and their 
Jackets ef military cloth, or even the 
black leather of aviator coats. Shawls 
have replaced hats. 


The men civilians wear clothes that 


are a parody on shabby gentility. Their 
top boots are all top, the soles and 
heels long since worn away. All sorts /

It Is a good practice to -reserve a 


small corner of the garden for a 
seed bed. Here, through' speVlal prep- 
aration of the soil It is possible to pro- 
duce better plants than could other- 
wise be secured. The gardener can 
transplant from the seed bed to the 
garden, thus making the plants more 
Bloi'ky. 
The location of an outdoor 


seed bed should be such that II may 
be conveniently reached for wulerlnf, 
nnd It should be nnturiilly protected 
jfroin drying winds. . . 


(Jood soil 'for a seed; bed consists 


iof one part of well-rotted inauure, two 
'parts of good garden loam or rotted 
sods, and one part of sharp, fine sand. 
The- manure should 
be thoroughly 


rotted, but It should not have been 
exposed 
to the. wenther 
and the 


ilrength leached out.of It. The addl- 
llon" of leaf mold or peat will tend lo 
make the toll better adapted for seed- 
bed purposes. 
Mix all the Ingredients

together In a heap, stirring well with 
a shovel, after wljlch the soil should 
bi sifted and placed In boxes or In 
the bed ready for sowing the seed. 


Seed Sowing. 


.Garden .seeds should 
always be 


lown In straight rows regardless of 
where the planting Is made. If a flat 
or a ^window bor Is employed for 
starting early plants In a dwelling, the 
soil should be well firmed and then 
laid oft! In straight rows about 2 Inches 
apart. The same method-holds good 


for planting seeds In a hotbed, cold- 
frame or beil In tiie garden, except 
that the rows should be farther apart 
than in the window box. Ity planting 
In straight rows the seedlings will be 
more uniform In sl/.e nnd shape, and 
Ihlimlng and culflrntltig will he more 
easily accomplished'.' 
In . all cases 


where the soil of the seed bed Is not 
too wet. It should lie well Untied or

Lima beans, 
melons, cucumbers and other garden 
crops may be started In berry baskets, 
on sod or In paper bands Indoors, and 
the whole'transferred'to the garden 
when the weather permits, thus gain- 
ing considerable time. Thirty to fifty 
hills, of extra early potatoes may even 
be hlul by starting as mnny seed pieces 
In n hoi |n the living room or In a hot- 
bed nnd subsequently handling- the 
plants the same as tomato plants. 
Depth of Planting and Distance Apart, 


No general rule .can be given with 


regard to depth of planting, as differ- 
ent kinds of vegetables and different 
soils • necessitate different practices.' 
The smaller the seeds the shallower 
(he covering should be. In heavy soils 
the covering siu)Uld be lighter than In 
light soils. The. following table gives 
the. depth of planting of the various 
vegetable seeds', as well as the quan- 
tity of seeds or number of plants re- 
Quired for 100 feet of row ami the dla- 
tnnce apart for the rows and the plants
